THE STRUGGLIS FOR EXISTENCE 

In the early exstence of the Evangel 
it went through cuite a struggle for fi- 
nancial support. They hired it published 
in a printing shop here in Cleveland. Af- 
ter several years they put in a printing 
press and set its pages by hand. There was 





just a small room built for the purpose. 


As years passed by the room was added 
to and finally consisted of a large 
wooden building on Gaut Street. Every 
department was provided for and the 
General Secretary’s room was built. There

was also an upper room built for the 
Twelve Councillors. This work con- 
tinued for many years. It became so 
crowded until they could not carry on 
the work with any degree of comfort. 
Finally the Assembly gave permission to 
build a new publishing house and in 1935 
E. C. Clark and those associated with 
him, under the supervision of a bonded 
contractor, Grover Lee of Cleveland, 
erected the new, commodious plant which 
we now occupy. 
EQUIPMENT 

On the floor of the printers’ room, 
60x110, we have three cylinder presses, 
three job presses, two folders, two stitch- 
ers, cutter, perforator, and in fact, most 
everything that goes to make up a first- 
class printing shop. It is said to be one 
of the best equipped and best lighted 
print shops in the South. The manage- 
ment and those associated with him in the 
print shop are doing some of the best 
work ever turned out by printers, so said 
by some of the best firms in Cleveland. 
We are printing at this time five papers, 
two weeklies and three monthlies, besides 
a volume of job printing for religious 
distributors, 

OFFICE ACCOMMODATIONS 

We have a room for the Music Editor 
equipped with the necessary things to 
carry on his work. We feel that he is 
efficient in his department and through 
the columns of this paper will be adver- 
tised from time to time, song books and 
rudiments. We have also recently taken 
over the agency for Conn band instru- 
ments. Any Conn band instrument, 
stringed instruments, or musical sup- 
plies of any kind, can be gotten from us 
now. We also have a nice proof room, 
Editor and Publisher’s office, mailing and 
sales room, a large bookkeeping room, 
General Secretary’s room, with a burglar 
proof vault. This is quite a contrast with 
twenty-six years ago when you could car- 
ry the bundle of papers to be mailed, in 
your arms. 

Psa. 106:2, 3, “Who can utter the 
mighty acts of the Lord? who can shew 
forth all his praises? Blessed are they that 
keep his judgments and he that doeth 
righteousness at all times.” 

We feel that this scripture is in keep- 
ing with the sacred message that the 
Evangel intends to convey to the hungry 
hearts, so we believe it will be well for 
those who undertake to publish the Word 
through the sacred pages of the Evangel 
to be sure that they do it according to 
His righteous judgments. 

For these years the Evangel has con- 


stantly travelled over the United States, 
to the islands of the sea, and some for- 
eign countries, and it has conveyed a mes- 
sage of encouragement to thousands of 
hearts. A few years ago I received a let- 
ter from the principal of a school. This 
was a very devout man and in my days 
of Methodism he was a real blessing to 
the community in which he lived. Out 
in one of the Western states he picked 
up a little piece of paper and found on 
it the Church of God Evangel and my 
name signed to an article. He at once 
wrote me inquiring concerning the great 
experience of the Baptism and with an 
open heart he accepted the truth. Thou- 
sands have been blessed in this way and 
they have been made acquainted with a 
deeper experience and are on their way 
rejoicing.

mitted this sin, “For whosoever speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost hath never for- 
giveness, but is in danger of eternal 
damnation.” My friend, you don’t have 
speak 
lightly of the workings of the Spirit and 
power of God to be lost. You can just 
put off getting saved a little too long. 
‘He will reprove the world of sin, of 
righteousness, of a change of heart, of 
the need of a Savior, and of judgment. 
This is what the Holy Ghost will do for 
sinners. This is conviction. He warns you 
of your awful doom in rejecting Christ. 

You often hear the remark, “I have a 
little spark left.” I would you were cold 
or hot. Don’t you know you are presum- 
ing on God’s love and mercy? You are 
guilty. Every moment you live Jesus 
warns you to repent and get out of this 
condition, for you are sailing under false 
colors. “I will come and spew you out 
of my mouth. I will remove the candle- 
stick and take away that little spark.” It 
is done and you have crossed the dead 
line. After having tasted the power of 
God in the soul and after knowing that 
you were saved should you now deny it, 
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saying there is no 
reality in the re- 
ligion of Jesus 
and your doom is 
sealed. 

There is a class 
that is past feel- 
ing, being alien- 
ated from the life 
of Christ, and 
there is another class whose hearts are 
calloused as if seared with a hot iron. 
They have no feeling. The Spirit of God 
has left them. They cannot repent nor 
have godly sorrow. Then the devil comes 
as an angel of light and makes them be- 
lieve a lie that they may be damned. 
They think they are all right. They will 
laugh in your face and go down to the 
jaws of death and wake up in hell before 
they realize their danger. There are no 
real unbelievers until God gives them 
over to believe a lie. The Lord came 
again and again. The truth was pre- 
sented to them but they fought instead 
of yielding and tried to believe what they 
knew to be a lie, thinking to ease their 
guilty conscience. When God shuts up 
a man there can be no opening. 

There is a sin unto death and we need 
not pray for forgiveness of it for the 
Lord says, “When you spread out your 
hands in prayer, I will not hear you. Let 
this people alone that I may consume 
them.” Today if you hear His voice 
harden not your hearts, tomorrow may be 
too late. There are two things that can 
stop the guilty fears of man, One is to 
commit the unpardonable sin, the other 
is to have the blood of Jesus applied to 
the soul. When Adam and Eve sinned 
against God they were afraid to meet 
Him. O sinners, fly to the arms of Jesus. 

Some men’s sins go before them to 
judgment, while others’ sins follow them. 
All who are healed in Jesus’ name are 
healed by the Holy Ghost, by the finger 
of God. Beware lest you commit the un- 
pardonable sin. 

To the ones who read this: I may 
never see your face until I meet you at 
the judgment. I will meet you there ard 
if you are lost I believe you will remem- 
ber these words I have written. May God 
help you to take warning. Don’t stay 
away from Christ too long. May these 
words ring in your ears until you accept 
Christ and find Him precious to your 
soul.

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The Great Need of More Power and How Received 


ROM what we see about us every 

day it is very evident that there is a 
pressing need of more of the supernatural 
life and power of God among His peo- 
ple. Many acknowledge and deplore this 
great need. It is not manifest merely in 
the ministry and in the public worship, 
but also in the everyday life and con- 
duct of the people of God in general. 
The Bible picture of the Church is “an 
army with banners, ever marching in 
triumph, conquering and to conquer” 
and when there is a lack or shortcoming 
in the daily life and in the personal ex- 
periences and testimony of God’s people, 
and failure in their general service and 
ministry for Him in the world, it is time 
to seek the Lord and wait upon Him for 
a replenishing and renewing of His grace 
and power. Many a time did God send 
His servants, the prophets, to rally a de- 
clining Israel, that they might go on 
with Him and fulfill His purpose on 
earth. Many are the occasions that God’s 
Spirit-anointed messengers have arisen 
and gone forth to rally weakened forces 
for a forward march in the great pro- 
gram of the Church. 


There are at least three outstanding 
reasons at the present time for more of 
the supernatural power of God in the 
hearts and lives of God’s people on earth. 
1. For their own standing and comfort in 
the Lord. A weak, impoverished army is 
poor dependence for service, and it is 
certain that God does not carry on His 
great work through men and women who 
are spiritual dwarfs. “The husbandman 
that laboureth must be first partaker of 
the fruits.” Jesus said to His disciples, 
“Ye shall receive power.” The coming of 
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the Holy Ghost and power had to do 
with their own need first of all. He was 
to “guide them into all truth”, “teach 
them all things”, “the things of Christ”, 
and to “shew them things to come”. He 
came into them to abide, not in a formal, 
inactive sort of way, but as an ever in- 
creasing current of life and power, flow- 
ing as “rivers of living water.” 

There is a satisfying portion for every 
believer in Christ. It is that anointing of 
the Lord, which the apostle declares will 
“abide’’. It is an anointing of power and 
victory that keeps the soul consciously in 
the presence of the Lord. No child of 
God should be content to live without 
this anointing and experience. 


2. We need more of the presence and 
power of God upon us because of our in- 
fluence in the world and among the un- 
saved. The godly lives and _ consistent 
walk of God’s people in everyday life is 
one of the greatest factors in the pro- 
gress of the cause of the Lord on earth. 
Even the enemies of Peter and John be- 
holding them “took knowledge of them 
that they had been with Jesus.” How 
many protessed Christians there are 
whose personal influence leads no one to 
think of Jesus. So many do not even 
seem to realize that they can and should 
so walk and talk and act the Christian 
life that they would lead others to Je- 
sus. It is true that many have sought the 
Lord and lived the Christian life because 
of the influence of a godly, spiritual per- 
son, A victorious Christian’s daily walk 
and life presents an unanswerable argu- 
ment in favor of Jesus and His claims 
among men. Some of the most effective 
and powerful preaching done by the 


Holy Ghost is throujthe lives and con- 
duct of blood-wash Spirit-filled men 


and women. 


3. More power is pded today to give 
effectiveness to thefforts being put 
forth everywhere byvangelists, pastors, 
missionaries and soufinners in general, 
to extend the cause) Jesus Christ and 
reach the lost before is too late. When 
hundreds and thousas of unsaved hear 
the gospel call andnly one now and 
then accepts it and tms to Jesus Christ, 
is this not reason suicient to make us 


feel this need very knly? Think of the 


thousands of people |ho were swept in 


during the apostolicays and of the 
hundreds of thousarh that swelled the 
ranks of believers ighe first centuries 
and of the millions §ce those days. 


Jesus is still the me mighty Savior 
of sinners. His messq and program for 
‘them is still just theame and the aw- 
ful effect of sin anthe great need of 
man is still the very.me. And may we 
add too, that the greaand powerful pro- 
gram of the Holy @st through the 
representatives of Jes on earth is still 
just the same and Hes as ready as ever 
to carry on His greatvork among men. 
He is waiting for thpeople of God to 
give Him a chance. “ill we? If so, we 
may: First, by a @mplete separation 
from sin, in a thorows repentance, deep 
confession and full nunciation. God 
cannot tolerate sin, IJohn 1:9. Second, 
in humbly, earnesth whole-heartedly 
seeking and walking : the will of God 
day by day, Eph. 5:1718. Third, by liv- 
ing a life of constantsubmissive, believ- 
ing, prevailing prayer Phil, 4:6-7.
